SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  Water  Supply. 


The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from 
the  new  red  sandstone  measures  overlying  the  coal  measures, 
water  being  pumped  from  boreholes  and  pit  shafts  sunk  into  and 
through  these  measures  respectively.  All  public  supplies  are 
chlorinated,  and  the  Ellistown  and  Whit wick  Colliery  supplies 
filtered  and  chlorinated. 

The  trial  borehole  sunk  at  Holly  Hayes  in  1944-5  has  proved 
successful  and  has  been  in  operation  since  August  1945. 

The  bulk  supply  from  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  R.D.C.,  although 
still  available,  has  not  been  used  during  the  year,  due  to 
the  use  of  the  Holly  Hayes  borehole  supply. 

The  required  standard  of  purity  for  a public  supply  was 
maintained  throughout  1946,  and  no  restrictions  of  suppiy  have 
been  in  operation. 

The  scheme  for  extensions  of  the  Council's  undertaking, 
including  new  source  works,  increased  service  reservoir 
capacity  and  the  provision  of  water  to  all  areas  in  the  Urban 
District  not  at  present  having  a public  supply  is  still  in  the 
hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  above  scheme,  when 
completed  will  make  a public  water  supply  available  to  the 
whole  of  the  district,  the  chief  extensions  being  in  the 
Warren  Hills,  Oaks  Rd.,  Parson  Wood  Hill  and  Spring  Lane  areas. 

Town  water  is  supplied  direct  from  the  public'  mains  to 
6268  houses. 

123  houses,  with  a population  of  514  persons,  are  supplied 
with  water  from  stand  pipes.  This  arrangement  has  been  allowed 
only  as  a temporary  measure.  The  properties  cor.cerned  having 
been  added  to  the  Urban  ar c-o  ip  recont  years,  ard  requiring 
extensive,  reconditioning  or  reconstruct  on. 

172  houses,  including  outlying  forms,  have  0 v|p|e:p 
supplies  from  public  sources. 


45  samples  of  town  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological,  and  4 samples  for  chemical,  examination  during 
the  year,  with  the  following  results 

Town  Water. 
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No  explanation  can  be  offered  for  the  unsatisfactory 
sample  of  filtered  and  chlorinated  water  from  the  Ellistown 
Colliery  Supply,  as  a sample  taken  the  following  day  proved  to 
be  satisfactory. 

254,000,000  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  from  the 
various  sources  of  town  supply  during  1946,  a decrease  of  4,093,000 
gallons  on  the  previous  year. 

2063  yards  of  new  4”  and  6"  distribution  mains  were 
laid  at  the  Leicester  Rd  housing  site,  Wentworth  Rd. , North 
Avenue,  Melbourne  Rd.,  and  Church  Lane,  New  Swannington. 

19  samples  of. water  from  private  wells  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Only  5 of  these  were  satisfactory, 
10  were  definitely  unfit  for  domestic  use,  and  4 were  suspicious. 

All  the .properties  concerned  are  in  the  areas  of  proposed 
extensions. 

6 private  wells  were  closed  during  the  years  and  9 
houses  newly  connected  to  the  public  mains. 

2 Drainage  & Sewerage. 

The  following  extensions  to  the  Sewerage  system  have  been 
carried  out:- 

50  yards  9"  relief  sewer  in  Brooks  Lane,  necessitated  by  mining 

subsidence 

1016  " 9"  " on  housing  site,  Leicester  Rd, 

Mining  subsidence  at  the  Kelham  Bridge  Sewage  Disposfil 
works  has  necessitated  the  laying  of  the  following  carriers. - 
350  yards  of  21"  and  50  yards  of  15"  sewer. 

The  scheme  for  main  da r inage  reconstruction  is  in  course  of 
preparation,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  a preliminary  scheme 
ready  shortly  for  outlying  districts  not  at  present  sewered.

87  inspections  of  drains,  with  52  revisits,  wer  made 
during  1946,  mainly  concerned  with  blockages  and  minor  alterations 
or  extensions.  No  major  works  of  redrainage  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year. 
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3 Closet  Accomodation 


A survey  of  closet  accomodation  in  the  Urban  area  was 
completed  in  the  early  months  of  1947,  and  the  previous 
figures  are  now  amended  slightly  to  show  the  position  at  the 
close  of  the  investigations.

5 privies  and  3 pail  closets  were  abolished  during  the 
year  and  7 ,r.Cs.  provided  in  lieu  thereof. 

New  work  accounted  for  the  provision  of  29  additional 
water  closets. 

Continuing  restriction  in  the  use  of  building  labour 
and  materials  is  still  retarding  the  conversion  of  conservancy  - 
type  accommodation  in  the  sewered  areas,  as  most  of  these 
cases  are  linted  up  with  major  works  of  reconditioning  and 
redraining  of  the  properties  concerned,  which  are  mainly  in 
the  areas  added  to  the  Urban  district  in  1936, 

4 Public  Cleansing. 

This  and  the  collection  and  disposal. of  salvage  are 
under  the  control  of  your  Surveyor. 

The  methods  adopted  for  the  cleansing  of  the  area  are  the 
same  as  formerly,  house  refuse  being  removed  by  freighters  and 
lorries  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  three  sites  in 
the  area.  Midden  and  closet  pail  refuse  is  disposed  of  on 
agricultural  land. 

Your  Surveyor  reports  that  the  regular  collection  of 
household  refuse,  particularly  during  the  winter  months,  still 
presents  considerable  difficulty,  due  to  sickness  and  unsuitable 
labour,  and  that  whilst  every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  obtain 
more  able-bodied,  men,  the' response  for  employment  in  this 
class  of  work  is  very  slow.  This  unsatisfactory  position 
appears  to  be  further  aggravated  by  the.  shortage  of  suitable 
vehicles  and  the  age  .andllability  to  frequent  breakdown  of 
those  in  present  use. 

Open  vehicles  have,  on  many  occasions,  to  be  used 
for  this  service,  a method  which  is  entirely  unsatisfactory 
and  unhygienic  because  of  itsliability  to  cause  dust  nuisance, 
with  all  its  implications. 

It  Is  hoped  that  the  efforts  being  made  to  speed  up 
the  delivery  of  new  vehicles  will  be  successful  and  that  it 
will  be  possible,  within  a reasonable  time,  to  resume  the 
pre-war  collection  of  dry  refuse  at  least  once  a week,  with 
a corresponding  improvement  in  the  frequency  of  collection  of 
privy  refuse.

Regulated  Buildings. 

(a)  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  two  of  these,  both  situated  in  the  City  of  Dan, 
Whitwick,  both  sccomm.od.at ing  male  lodger s only , and  both  in  the 
same  ownership.  They  hove  a total  capacity  of  34  beds.  The 
lodgers  are.  now  mainly  employees  at  local  factories,  mines  and 
farms  and  there  are  very  few  "Casuals'1. 

22  inspections  with  1 revisit  were  made  during  the  year. 

Both  houses  hove  been  managed  and  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
manner  during  the  year  but  they  are  old  and  in  poor  structural 
condition,  badly  planned  and  locking  many  necessaries  and 
amenities  which  should  be  available. 

Minor  repairs  only  to  sanitary  conveniences,  floors,  etc. 
have  been  colled  for  and.  carried  out  during  the  year, 

The  provision  of  houses  for  the  many  homeless  families  will 
necessarily  take  priority,  and  owing  to  increasing  difficulties 
regarding  adequate  supplies  of  materials  and  the  barely 
sufficient  labour,  it  will  be  many  years  before  arrears  are  f * 
overtaken,  but  I would  again  suggest  that  when  this  happy 
position  is  reached,  you  should  give  serious  consideration  to 
the  provision  of  municipally-owned  housing  accommodation  of  a 
type  suitable  for  giving  decent  lodging  to  single  working  men, 
who  are  now  compelled  to  live  or  who  prefer  the  somewhat  less 
restrained  and  semi-communal  life  of  lodging-houses.  The  present 
buildings  are,  out-dated  end  worn-out,  end  something  better  is 
required  than  they  can  offer.  With  the  present  charge s “which 
are  made  for  the  meagre  facilities  offered,  I can  see  no  reason 
why  a building  of  the  hostel  type,  with  individual  sleeping 
accommodation,  and  common  dining  rooms,  with  central  heating, 
adequate  bathing  and  washing  facilities  and  with  the  normal 
amenities  available  in  ordinary  houses,  should  not  be  almost, 
if  not  entirely,  self-supporting. 

The  area  in  which  the  two  present  lodging  houses  are  situated 
will,  when  housing  conditions  again  allow  of  this  procedure, 
fall  to  be  dealt  with  by  Clearance  Order  and  consideration  of 
whether  some  type  of  accommodation  shall  be  provided  by  your 
authority  for  these  men  will  sooner  or  later,  be  necessary. 

8757  "lodger  nights"  were  recorded  during  the  year,  on  averr  . 
24  lodgers  per  night-  all  males  of  full  age.  There  were  no  coses 
of  infectious  disease  reported  at  either  house. 
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(b)  Tents,  vans,  sheds  etc. 

There  ere  no  camping  sites  in  the  generally  accepted 
sense  of  the  term  in  the  area,  the  only  sites  licensed  being 
used  for  single  vans  or  sheds  for  permanent  occupation. 

Camping  on  isolated  unlicensed  sites  has  frequently  token 
place  by  parties  of  hawkers  and  the  like,  the  sites  usually 
being  left  in  unsatisfactory  condition  on  being  vacated, 

2 sheds  and  9 caravans  were  in  occupation  during  the  year, 
and  27  inspections,  with  2 revisits,  were  made.  The  overcrowding 
of  one  caravan  ( a converted  motor  bus)  reported  in  my  last 
report,  has  not  yet  been  abated,  the  occupant  being 
permanently  employed  in  this  are  and  waiting  for  the  tenancy 
of  a Council  house. 

5 sites  are  licensed  for  use  by  your  Council,  and  all 
have  water  supply  and  sanitary  accommodation  available. 

(c)  Offensive  Trades, 

There  ore  no  offensive  trades  in  the  area  with  the  exeption 
of  19  fried  fish  and  chip  premises.  19  inspections  with  4 re-visits 
were  made  during  the  year.  Informal  action  was  necessary  in  1 
case  where  cleansing  was  necessary,  and  in  one  case  where 
structural  repair  was  required. 

(d)  Houses  let  in  lodgings.  ) 

) There  ore  none  of  these  in  the  area. 

(e)  Canal  boots.  ) 

Swimming  beths  and  Pools. 

Thgre  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area.  The  publicly  owned  swimming  baths  were  open  to  the  public 
from  April  to  September  during  1946. 

Daily  tests  of  the  water  for  chlorine  residnal  and  alkalinity 
were  made. 

4 inspections  we're  made  and  5 samples  of  bath  water  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  area  is 
generally  satisfactory.  There  ore  a few  cases,  however,  where  the 
school  buildings  ore  of  unsuitable  type,  being  of  old  construction, 
poorly  planned  and  lacking  efficient  ventilation  and  heating  systems. 

Two  schools  still  hove  sanitary  accommodation  of  the 
conservancy  type,  one  being  outside  the  present  sewered  area. 

One  school  has  no  water  supply  of  any  kind. 

21  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  In  one  case  action 
was  necessary  ta  secure  drainage  alteration. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  resort  ot  school  closure  on  account  of 
infectious  disease  * nor  was  school  disinfection  necessary. 

Factories  Act  1957. 

The  following  inspections  were  made  under  this  Act  during  the

Cleansing  and  lime.washinT  was  found  to  be  necessary  $ bakehouses 
and  3 factories  :nd  informal  . ction  in  ; 11 -the.ee  cases  had  the 
desired  result. 
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In  5 cases  factory  sanitary  accommodation  was  found  to  "be 
defective,  ih  2 cases  the  accommodation  was  insufficient,  and 
in  2 coses  (building  sites)  the  type  of  accommodation  provided 
was  unsuitable.  At  one  new  factory  it  was  found  that  the  sanitary 
accommodation  blocks  were  not  properly  isolated  from  the  factory. 
The  building  concerned  was  of  a standard  prefabricated  type  and 
as  this  defect  was  incorporated  in  the  standard  lay-out,’ the 
matter  wss  taken  up  with  the  designer  to  avoid  a repetition  of 
the  error  in  other  areas. 

Homework  s:iven  out  by  factories  is  still  of  considerable 
amount,  and  I have  again  to  report  that  there  is  great  laxity 
on  the  part  of  factory  occupiers  in  supplying  the  twice-yearly 
lists  of  outworkers  employed  by  them.  As  efficient  control  of 
conditions  under  which  homework  is  carried  on  cannot  be  properly 
exercised  without  these  lists,  this  matter  has  already  been- 
reported  to  your  Authority,  and  unless  legal  requirements  are  more 
strictly  observed  it  will  become  necessary  to  consider  whether 
appropriate  action  shall  be  taken  in  future  cases  of  non-observance 
of  this  statute. 

During.the  year  129  homes  hove  been  visited  in  this  connection 
and  19  re-visits  made.  In  one  case,  for  which  no  list  was 
received  from  the  factory  concerned,  a case  of  infectious  disease 
occurred.  All  material  was  removed  and  disinfected,  and  returned 
to  the  factory.  Conditions  in  the  other  homes  inspected  were 
satisfactory. 

Keeping  of  Animals. 

The  relaxation  of  the  byelaws  with  respect  to  pig-keeping  is 
still  operative,  and  the  keeping  of  pigs  by  householders  shows  no 
reduction.  Many  are  much  too  near  dwellings  or  highways,  and 
very  many  are  improperly  drained,  sumps  being  the  usual  form  of 
fitting  in  these  case's.  Efforts  in  regard  to  these  premises  are 
mainly  directed  to  preventing  or  abating  nuisance  from  inattention 
to  cleansing  and  195  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  with 
25  re-visits.  11  informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year 
and  6 complied  with. 

Rodent  destruction. 

A full-time  rat-catcher  is  employed  by  your  Authority  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  baiting  of  the  sewers  throughout  the  whole  area  was  again 
carried  out  during  the  year,  when  several  lengths  of  sewer  were 
found  to  be  infested  to  a minor  degree. 

The  Council's  properties,  such  as  sewage  farms,  tips  and 
stores  yard  were  also  regularly  supervised,  and  baited  as  necessary. 
The  tips  were  comparatively  clear  of  vermin,  and  only  minor 
infestation  found  at  other  properties. 

Continual  visiting  and  inspection  of  private  properties  was 
carried  out  throughout  the  whole  area  and  52  minor  infestations 
discovered  and  dealt  with. 

Str-etches  of  the  banks  of  brooks  and  streams,  and  portions 
of  dry  stone  walls  and  hedgerow  were  also  baited. 

One  rather  serious  infestation,  caused  by  the  tipping  of 
slaughterhouse  refuse  and  offals  on  arable  land  was  flealfc  with  by 
baiting  and  the  gassing  of  infested  hedgerows.  The  offending 
material  was  immediately  ploughed  in  when  the  infestation  was 
discovered. 

Annual  contracts  with  8 industrial  concerns  were  8]_so 
operation  during  the  year,  the  service  comprising  a minimum  of 
four  maintenance  treatments  annually.

All  trade  slaughtering  is  still  carried  out  at  the  Regional 
Slaughterhouse  (the  Co-operative  Society's  premises  in  Ravenstone 
Rd),  and  all  the  animals  slaughtered  there  during  the  year  were, 
with  one  exception  examined  at,  or  immediately  after,  the  time  of 
slaughter. 
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K^strictions  on  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  sale  are  still 
in  operation,  but  there  has,  as  yet,  be'en  no  pronouncement  by  the 
Government  Dept,  concerned  os  to  the  future  of  the  industry.  My 
previous  comments  on  this  aspect  of  the  matter,  and  on  the 
inadequacy  of  the  present  accommodation  and  the  existing  system  of 
meat  transport  still  hold  good,  therefore,  There  has  been  some 
slight  improvement  in  meat  transport,  however,  the  former  excessive 
loads,  with  the  consequent  piling  up  of  meat  and  offals  indiscrim- 
inately in  the  van,  having  been  somewhat  reduced  by  the  use  of  an 
extra  vehicle.  The  types  of  vehicle,  and  the  unhygienic  and  wasteful 
method  of  loading,  are  still  very  far  from,  what  should  be  provided 
for  a really  satisfactory  meat  transport  service. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
2754  more  than  last  year  - due  to  increased,  numbers  of  calves  and 
sheep.  The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned,  however,  shows  a ~ 
considerable  decrease  from  last  year  81,244  lbs  in  1946  against 
91,432  lbs  in  1945  - a drop  of  10,188  lbs.  As  will  be  seen  frong  the 
figures  in  the  table,  there  was  a reduction  of  14,637  lbs  in  the 
amount  of  meat  and  offals  condemned  for  tuberculosis,  and  a total 
of  25  bovine  animals  totally  condemned  for  this  disease  less  than 
lost  year.  This  very  satisfactory  feature  is,  however,  offset  by 
the  number  of  beef  animals  affected  in  some  lesser  degree  with 
tuberculosis,  and  where  portions  of  the  carcases,  or  the  organs, 
hod  to  be  condemned. 

Another  disappointing  feature  is  the  increases,  in  all  animals, 
except  calves,  in  the  percentages  of  animals  showing  .evidence  of 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis. 

Included  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  were  767 
pigs  killed  by  householders  under  licence  from  the  Minister  of  Pood, 
a reduction  of  more  than  a hundred  from  1945.  Of  these,  only  one 
was  not  examined,  and  of  the  766  examined  20  were  found  to  be 
affected,  to  wome  degree ' with  tuberculosis,  involving  the  condemnation 
of  511  lbs  of  meat.  This  was  all  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
disposed  of. 

In  addition  to  the  Regional  slaughterhouse  9 privately  owned 
s 1 aqg ht e rho u s e s were  licensed  by  your  Authority  during  the  year, 
but  these  c an  only  be  used  for  the  slaughter  of  householder's  pigs. 

55  inspections  were  mode  during  the  year  and  all  the 
premises  found  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained.

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Where  possible,  ond  when  the  amount  warrants  it,  food  which 
has  been  damaged  during  transit  or  in  storage,  is  returned  for 
reprocessing.  In  other  cases,  and  where  it  is  not  considered 
harmful,  condemned  food  is  utilised,  after  cooking,  by  local  pig 
ond  poultry  keepers.  Unusable  food  is  disposed  of  by  burying  at 
the  Council's  tips. 

All  condemned  meat  at  the  Regional  Slaughterhouse  is 
retianed  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  and  dealt  with  through  their  own 
waste  utilisation  channels,  and  this  course  is  adopted.,  ’where  the 
amount  calls  for  it,  in  the  case  of  unfit  meat  from  householder^' 
pigs .

DIPTHERIA. 

During  the  year  one  cose  was  notified,  the  patient  not  having 
been  immunised.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Immunisation  against  the  disease  was  complete  in  459  children; 
of  these,  443  were  under  5 years,  and  16  over  5 years.  It  is 
estimated  that  57.7^  of  the  under  5 population  ha_s  been  immunised, 
and  84.7^"  of  the  over  5*s.  In  addition,  boosting  injections  have 
been  given  to  4 children,  and  it  is  expected  that  increasing  numbers 
will  gradually  have  the  necessary  re-inforcing  injection. 

Considerable  help  has  again  been  given  In  the  way  of  providing 
accommodation  for  the  sessions  in  Ellistown  by  the  Headmaster  of 
Ellistov.n  Council  School,  in  Hugglescote  by  the  Headmaster  of 
Hugglescote  Council  School,  in  whitwick  by  the  Trustees  of  Thring stone 
Institute.  In  Coalville,  the  sessions  are  held,  at  my  own  surgery. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  district  is  covered,  so  that  parents 
ore  put  to  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible.  Every  attempt  is 
made  to  hold  the  separate  sessions  at  regular  monthly  intervals. 

Many  forms  of  request  for  the  treatment  are  received  through 
the  medium  of  the  County  Health  Visitors.  There  Is  a hard  core  of 
parents  who  apparently  give  consent  without  having  the  slightest 
intention  of  bringing  their  children  to  the  sessions,  and  who  in 
spite  of  being  given  frequent  appointments  ' just  do  not  take  the 
trouble  to  comply.  In  many  cases,  these  ore  the  children  who  would 
have  the  least  resistance  to  infection,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration 
to  say  that  their  parents  are  guilty  of  gross  neglect  in  failin  to 
have  them  immunised,
